vessel and the fate of her crew.

moans alleged to have been conducted 
by the defendants, his business was 
jured. Plaintiff seeks to recover of the 
defendants twenty-five thousand dollars 
damages because of the alleged injurye- 
to his business, and prays for both re- 
strictive and mandatory injunctions.

SCARE AMONG WORKERS 


IN TUNNEL UNDER RIVER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21—Deep under the 


East river today a panic occurred in the 
Pennsylvania railroad tunnel in which 
five workmen were injured, 
throe of 


them seriously. The men thought the 
river 
was coming in on top oi 
them 


when some scaffolding near the roof of 
the tunnel, at a point about 100 feet out 
from the shore suddenly collapsed with- 
out any apperena reason. 


A gang of men working near the scaf- 


folding started on a run toward the tun- 
nel's mouth, shouting warnings to the 
diggers who were still further out un- 
der the river at the end of the boring. 
When the men were assured that the 
tunnel had not caved in, they returned 
to Hud five of their comrades buried un- 
der the scaffolding, two of them injur- 
ed internally and another with a frac- 
tured skull- The injured men were tak- 
en to the hospital. 
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Besides pleading to the merits the de 
udants allege that this suit is being 
•osecuted in pursuance of an 
agree- 


ment or understanding between 
the 


plaintiff and the Citizens' Alliance nnd 
others by whom, it is alleged, this suit 
is being maintained iu whole or in part, 
and the same is pleaded in abatement. 


CALLED A "MIXED ACTION." 


This matter is primarily a suit in 


cquitv and must bo so treated, and yet 
the relief sought by the plaintiff makes 
it rather a "mixed action," if one may 
so speak, than purely a suit iu equity or 
an action at law. Redress of a legal na- 
ture and equitable relief are demanded, 
both of which may be awarded in the 
single suit. The question to be present- 
ly determined by the court is whether 
this matter shall be tried by the court 
alone, or with the .assistance of a jury. 
In cases involving purely equitable is- 
sues only, the courts often take the aid 
and advice of a jury. In cases like the 
one at bar they customarily do so. 


WHY JURY IS DESIRED. 


This is' not because courts arc not 


fearless in the discharge of their duties, 
but because, in many instances, the na- 
ture of the question requires the decision 
of a jury, and because wi.th the a^l of a 
jury 'the court may more nearly arrive 
nt "justice and right and the ultimate 


Ilv ends of justice be thereby promoted and 
,t the final determination strengthened. In 


purolv equitable suits either party may 
lm request that certain issues of fact bo 
:riod by a jury, and if the judge desires 
the assistance of a jury in determining 
such issues he may direct them to be so 
tried; or the judge may upon his own 
motion direct certain issues to be so 


It seems not only eminently fit- 


tin" but very desirable that the issue 
as "to the alleged conspiracy, and the 
question of damages, should the action 
progress so far, should be tried by a 
jury. Indeed it would seem quite nec- 
essary that the question of damages be 
determined by a jury, and it can be 
hi-rdly conceived how' the court alone 
could properly make an assessment of 
unliquidated damages in such a case. 


IF DAMAGES WERE ASKED. 


If the complaint asked damages alone 


there would be no question but that the 
issue would be for a jury. The reference 
to a jury of certain issues in an equita- 
ble suit, or a refusal so to do, is not a 
matter of right resting with cither par- 
tv. It rests solely iu tho discretion and 
desire of the courts, and the privilege 
has been exercises by chancellors nnd 
courts of equity desiring such assistance 
from time immemorial. The courts uni- 
formlv do this in equitable suits when 
the* deem it best or helpful. Moreover 
such right is expressly conferred by our 
stitute 
One of counsel for defendants 


suggests that the right to have equita- 
ble controversies 
tried 
by equitable 


methods is as sacred ns the right of 
trial by jury. In this he is right, but 
the desire and conclusion of the court in 


the belief, that a more satisfactory de- 
termination can thus be reached. Tho 
court sees no valid objection to "tins 
course, but rather much in its 
favor, 


lounscl for certain defendants has-urg- 
ed upon the court that great interest.'is 
taken in this case and that it has been 
widely discussed in this -community, and 
that therefore it is very doubtful if a 
fair and impartial jury trial 'can be had 
in Racine county. Concerning the con- 
ditions thus represented to exist 
the 


court 1ms no information excepting that 
obtained 
from counsel in open court. 


Previous trial experience suggests^that 
counsel may be unduly apprehensive con- 
cerning the conditions so represented, 
and that it will not be found difficult to 
secure .an impartial jury within Racine 
county for the trial of the issues to be 
so tried in this case. 


SUGGESTS CHANGE OF VENUE. 
It certainly cannot be presumed by the 


court that a fair and impartial jury can- 
not b« obtained within this county. But 
assuming that the conditions referred to 
are not exaggerated by counsel, and with 
the always present desire not only to ac- 
tually have a fair and impartial trial, 
but that all parties concerned shall feel 
satisfied that they have had such a trial 
it is suggested to counsel that if any 
party to this action honestly feels that 
he cannot have a fair trial in Hacine 
county, the matter might be taken to 
the adjoining county of Wnlworth where 
it seems certain the trial could bo con- 
ducted entirely free and apart from any 
Of the conditions, influences or atmos- 
phere which it has been suggested might 
affect it here, and where it is altogeth- 
er probable the parties concerned in the 
case, directly or indirectly, are 
not 


known, or that the case has ever been 
heard of. 


THE COURT'S CONCLUSION. 


It is assumed by the, court in thiJs 


case as it is in all cases, that determin- 
ation'.of the right in the case, which 
"wrongs no man," is all that is sought 
by any party to the action. It must be 
evident that the court earnestly desires 
that all the facilities and care which ju- 
dicial procedure affords be exercised to 
that end; «nd it is therefore that the 
conclusion nnd suggestions herein stated 
the made. 
What-the issues to be submitted to a 


jury shall be will be determined and set- 
tled by court and counsel before a jurj 
is called.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19—The first words

message. Th« speaker said no more than 
this to indicate'what his plight might 


The rescuing party then liiid only sev- 


en feet more to drill through the cement 
•oof of the tunnel where the men have 
been buried for 30 hours. The message 
was transmitted through the pipe which 
,s being used to pump air into the tun- 
nel.The rescuers said it might require sev- 
eral hours to penetrate the last seven 
feet of the tunnel roof. Meanwhile one 
of the dangers threatening the imprison- 
ed men had been diminished by the low- 
ering of the water in the tunnel.. Tivo 
lar"e steam pumps brought, the water 
down so low that an attempt was made 
to reach the men in boats which were 
launched in another part of the tunnel. 
The boats, however could not squeeze 
beneath the roof at the point where the 
water was highest and this attempt was 
given up.

JAP NOBILITY DIED IN WAY 


One-third or Tlionx In Inland Kliicdom 


Took Part In IloNt.llltloH. 


(Curtis in liccord-Hcrald.) 


It appears from the returns that 234 


members of the Jnpanese nobility nerv- 
ed in the army and navy during the re- 
cent war out of a total of TOB titled no- 
blemen in the empire. Fourteen were 
killed in action or died of wounds, and 
seventy-three were wounded more or less 
severely, but survived. No representa- 
tive of a noble family died of disease. 
This is an unusual proportion, but the 
sons of the nobility are subject to the 
same conscription laws that apply olso 
to tho peasants. No distinction what- 
ever is made, and men of noble birth 
must serve their three years "with the 
colors" when they become 20 years old 
unless they have previously passed their 
-examinations and been admitted to the 
naval or military academics. More than 
hulf, or perhaps two-thirds, of the noble- 
men in tlie Japanese army were serving 
as privates during the war, 
• • * • 


The report of the merlical department 


of the Japanese army shows that 730,000 
men'were treated in the hospitals for 
sicknes3 or wounds. Many of these were 
in hospitals more than once, and were 
counted every time their names appear 
ed on the rolls. There were also dupl 
cations when men were trannfrrcd from 
one hospital to another.

way to ascertain how many individuals 
were treated, but the estimate given by

Tiie fishing smack 
Alberta has left here to pick up the crew 
if they can be found. 


The life saving crews were handicapped 


by a choppy sea on getting started. It 
it a long row out to the burning vessel, 
probably five miles. Until one of the 
crews returns to the shore, it will be ab- 
solutely impassible to give any news re- 
•rnrdinj; the identity of the unfortunate 
vessel and the fate of her crew.

SCARE AMONG WORKERS 


IN TUNNEL UNDER RIVER 


NEW YORK, Dec, 21—Deep under the 


East river today a panic occurred in the 
Pennsylvania, railroad tunnel in which 
five 
workmen wore injured, three of 


them seriously. The men thought the 
river 
was coming in on top of 
them 


when some scaffolding near the roof of 
the tunnel, at a point about 100 feet out 
from the shore suddenly collapsed with- 
out any appcrena reason. 


A gang of men working near tlie scaf- 


folding started on a run toward the tun- 
nel's mouth, shouting warnings to the 
diggers who were still further out un- 
der the river at the end of the boring. 
When the men were assured that the 
tunnel had not caved in, they returned 
to Hnd five of their comrades buried un- 
der the scaffolding, two of them injur- 
ed internally and another with a frac- 
tured skull. The injured men were tak- 
en to the hospital. 


TOGO SAYS:"BE READY FOR WAR" 


TOKIO, Dec. 21.—Field Marshal Yam- 


agata has been appointed president of 
the privy council. 


Admiral Togo, now president of the 


general utaff of the navy, in his farewell 
address to the officers and men of the 
combined Japanese fleet which was dis- 
solved yesterday, warned them to be in 
constant readiness 'for emergencies.

concluded with tho words: 


"Victors, tie your helmet strings to- 


gether." 


The case of Otto B. Sclvulz against Ra- 
cine Trades and Labor Council, et al., 
and perhaps a hundred members of dif- 
ferent labor unions, will be tried by a 
jury and not by the court. In a decis- 
ion filed by Judge Bcldeu of the circuit 
court just before noon today, he so de- 
cides. It is well known that Mr. Schulz 
brought the suit for $25,000 damages, al- 
leging that the defendants conspired to 
damage his business by reason of a boy- 
cott. 


Arguments were heard by Judge Bel- 


den some days ago on the question as 
to whether the case shoiild be tried by 
the court or a jury. The greatest inter- 
est has been shown and is now nlauifest- 
ed in the suit: 


In the decision Judge Belden gays: 
The plaintiff Schulz alleges in his com- 


plaint that the defendants conspired to- 


to injure his business and that, 


through the so-called boycott and other 
ncans alleged to have been conducted 
>y the defendants, his business was in- 
jured. Plaintiff seeks to recover of the 
defendants twenty-five thousand dollars 
damages because of the alleged injury 
'.o his business, and prays for both re- 
strictive and mandatory injunctions. 


Besides pleading to the merits the de- 


'endants allege that this suit is being 
>roseouted in pursuance of an 
agree- 


nent or understanding- between the 
>laintiff and the Citizens' Alliance and 
>thers by whom, it is alleged, this suit 
s being maintained in whole or in part, 
and the same is pleaded in abatement. 


CALLED A "MIXED ACTION." 


This matter is primarily a suit in 


equity, and must be so treated, and yet 
'.he relief sought by the plaintiff makes 
it rather a "mixed action," if one may 
so speak, than purely a suit in equity or 
an action at law. Redress of a legal na- 
ture and equitable relief are demanded 
both of which may be awarded in the 
single suit. The question to be present- 
ly determined by the court is whether 
this matter shall be tried by the court 
alone, or with the .assistance of a jury. 
In eases involving purely equitable is- 
sues only, the courts often take the aid 
and advice of a jury. In cases like the 
one at bar they customarily do so. 


WHY JURY" IS DESIRED. 


This is not because courts arc not 


fearless in the discharge of their duties, 
but because, in many instances, the na- 
ture of the question requires the decision 
of a jury, and because wi,th the aM of a 
jury'the court may more nearly arrive 
at justice and right and the ultimate 
ends o.f justice be thereby promoted and 
the final determination strengthened. In 
purely equitable suits either party may 
request that certain issues of fact bo, 
tried by a jury, and if the judge desires 
the assistance of a jury in determining 


the belief. that a more satisfactory de- 
termination can thus be reached. The 
court sees no valid objection 
to "this 


course, but rather much in its 
favor. 


Counsel for certain defendants has ~urg- 
ed upon the court that great interest is 
taken in this case and that it has been 
widely discussed in this community, and 
that therefore it is very doubtful if a 
fair and impartial jury trial can be had 
in Kacine county. Concerning the con- 
ditions .thus represented to exist the 
court has no information excepting that 
obtained 
from, counsel in open court. 


Previous trial experience suggests that 
counsel may be unduly apprehensive" con- 
cerning the conditions so represented, 
and that it will not be found difficult to 
secure .an -impartial jury within Racine 
county for the trial of the issues to be 
so tried in this case. 


SUGGESTS CHANGE OF VENUE. 
It certainly cannot be presumed by the 


court that a fair and impartial jury can- 
not be obtained within this county. But 
assuming that the conditions referred to 
are not exaggerated by counsel, and with 
the always present desire not only to ac- 
tually have a fair and impartial trial, 
but that all parties concerned shall feel 
satisfied that they have had such a trial 
it is suggested to counsel that if any 
party to this action honestly feels that 
he cannot have a fair trial in Racine 
county, the matter might be taken to 
the adjoining county of Walworth where 
it seems certain the trial could be con- 
ducted entirely free and apart from any 
of the conditions, influences or atmos- 
phere which it has been suggested might 
affect it here, and where it is .altogeth- 
er probable the parties concerned in the 
case, directly or indirectly, are not 
known, or that the case has ever been 
heard of. 


THE COURT'S CONCLUSION. 


It is assumed by the. court in this 


case, as it is in all cases, that determin- 
ation , of the right 
in the case, which 


'wrongs no man," is all that is sought 
by any party to the action. It must be 
vident that the court earnestly desires 
that all the facilities and care which ju- 
dicial procedure affords be exercised to 
that end; and it is therefore that the 
conclusion and suggestions herein stated 


Q made. 
What -the issues to be submitted to a 


jury shall be will be determined and set- 
tled by court and counsel before a jury- 
's called.

IF DAMAGES WERE ASKED. 


If the complaint asked cla.mages alone 


there would be no question but that the 
issue would bo for a jury. The reference 
to a jury of ccrtajn issues in an equita- 
ble suit, or a. refusal 50 to do, is not a 
matter of right resting with either par- 
ty. It rests solely in the discretion and 
desire of the courts, and the privilege 
has been exercises by chancellors and 
courts of equity desiring such assistance 
from time immemorial. The courts uni- 
formly do this in equitable suits when 
thejr deem, it best or helpful. Moreover 
such right is expressly conferred by our 
stitute. One of counsel for defendants 
suggests that the right to have equita- 
ble controversies 
tried 
by equitable 


methods is as sacred us the right o:E 
trinl by jury. In this he is right, but 
the desire .and conclusion of the court in 
this case in no way transgresses that 
rule. The case will be tried and deter- 
mined as one in equity and by 
the 


court. The rule does not preclude the 
:xcrcise of the ancient prerogative of 
the court tc take the advice and assist- 
ance of a jury. 


JURY TRIAL BETTER COURSE. 
It is concluded, therefore, that it is 


desirable and best that the court have 
the assistance and advice of a jury in 
determining certain issues in this ca.se. 
[t seems to the court very clear that 
this is the better course. This conclu- 
sion is not reached by reason of the re- 
quest that certain issues be so tried, or 
by the arguments of counsel with refer-

When he. returned he found the farmer 
leaning over in a position ho generally 
took when his wounds were being at- 
tended to, and noticed that lie was sink- 
ing to the floor. 


Every effort was made on the part of 


the physician and Mrs. Holmes to revive 
the stricken man, hypodermic injections 
being resorted to, but it was of no avail, 
for he died in less than two minutes. 


The physician gave as the 
cause of 


death blood dot of the vein?, brought 
on by the wounds. 


WELL KNOWN IN COUNTY. 


Frank E. Holmes was close to 48 years 


of age. He was born in this county and 
was, a son of Mr. and Mrs. David Holmes, 
pioneers of Yorkville. He wa.= educated 
in the Racine High school and the Me- 
Mynn academy. David Holmes died and 
the son 'went to the farm in Yorkville 
with his mother and continued to oper- 
ate it. In this capacity he displayed ex- 
cellent business and executive ability. He 
was a man of excellent character, his 
influence always having been given for 
the right, and his course of life won him 
universal regard. 


There survives a mother, wife and two 


sons to mourn his death.

MUST HAVE STAMP AFFIXED 


Documents Filed With KecUterof Do da 


Affected lijr Now Knlinsr. 


There has recently been issued by the 


internal revenue department a letter, 
which will be of interest to all persons 
who have documents to file with the reg- 
ister of deeds, ;.It conveys some impor- 
tant information, and readers may find 
it useful to acquaint themselves there- 
with. 


Commissioner Yerkcs says: 
"You are hereby advised that a deed 


executed and delivered in October,. 1808, 
conveying land sold, if the consideration 
or value exceeds $100. even though the 
deed had not been recorded, requires a 
Bhamp under schedule A, of the. .act of 
Jun 13, 1808." 
!'/" 


The provision of this schedule as to 


this tax is: 


"When the consideration or value ex- 


ceeds $100 and does not exceed, $500 50 
cents; and for each additional $500 or 
fractional pant thereof in excess of $500, 
50 cents. 


"Notwithstanding the fact that the re- 


peal of this statute by the act of April 
12, 1902, took effect July 1, 1002, a deed, 
such as the statute contemplates, can 
not now be admitted to record without 
the necessary stamp; and such stamp 
can only be procured from the office of 
the internal revenue commissioner and 
affixed by the collector to the deed un- 
der Sec. 13 of the act of March 2, W01, 
upon the payment by the party in inter- 
est, of the price of the proper stamp re- 
quired by law, and of a penalty of $10, 
and where the whole amount denoted by 
the stamp required shall exceed the sum 
of $50 on payment also of interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent on said tax from 
the day on which such stamp ought to 
have been, affixed." 


All deeds executed during the time the 


law quoted was in force were unstamped, 
are invalid until the above stated condi- 
tions are complied with.

GETS A YEAH IN PRISON 


NEW YORK. Dec. 20—After 
seeing 


seventeen days of the Russian revolu- 
tion in Warsaw, after seeing hundreds 
struck down by Cossacks, and after hav- 
ing felt two bombs explode in the room 
under him at his hotel, the American 
jockey, J. C. Mitchell, fled from Russia. 
He arrived here yesterday on the steam- 
er Sluehed. Mitchell has been in Rus- 
sia while under a contract with Baron 
Stover. 


"I have had all I want of Russia," lie 


said yesterday. "The Cossacks are hu- 
man devils without one thought but kill- 
ing. I saw them charge into a crowd 
of 5,000 persons in Warsaw. They used 
their knouts and pistols and swung their 
swords at every head within reach.

"I stayed at the Bristol hotel in War- 


saw, and from Nov. 11 to 17 during the 
great strike there were-no cooks in the 
hotel. The night of Nov. 15 1 was play- 
ing billiards in the billiard room on the 
second tloor. We heard a great shout- 
ing outside, but this had become so us- 
ual that we paid no attention to it. Sud- 
denly, there was a fusilade of shots and 
a crashing of plate glass, then cries of 
anger from men and shrieks from women 
from the cafe below. 


"We ran to the head of the stairs and 


saw men and women rushing from the 
place. Some dashed up the stairs and 
others back through the hall to the rear. 
While we stood there a bomb was thrown 
into the cafe and exploded, wrecking the 
ground floor. Another 
bomb quickly 


followed and the whole building seemed 
to shake., 


"Before the sound of the explosion had 


died away 
the 
crowd had swarmed 


through the windows and a break in the 
wall and we heard the crashing of china 
and chairs and the breaking of tables. 
The crowd had begun to thialc of the 
upper stories and we though of some 
way to escape, when we heard that inde- 
scribable yell of the 
Cossacks. 
Then 


came a charge of cavalry, the cries of 
the wounded, the crack of revolvers, the 
impact of horses against a living wall of 
people which yielded with a sickening 
sound. 


"Five hundred Cossacks literally clear- 


ed their way through the crowd. Some 
rode their horses through the windows, 
cutting down all inside who did not flee. 
Gradually quiet was restored. 


"The official statement issued showed 


three killed, but three carloads of dead 
bodies were taken away. 


"A few days after this, I wet-? in the 


American bar which faces on a park 
square, while there was a mooting of 
workmen. There were fully 5,000 crowd- 
ed in the place when the Cossacks charg- 
ed and cleared the park. The Cossacks 
were fired upou and several were wound- 
ed and this appeared to drive them to 
fury, for they used their sabres freely. 
The place resembled a shambles. 


"Some of the workmen rushed back 


and caught np the body of one of their 
dead comrades and threw it 
into 
a 


wheelbarrow with the legs dangling over 
the front. 
The crowd 
then 
paraded 


through the streets singing revolutionary 
songs with the dead man wheeled in the 
lead. It took me two hours to get'out 
of this crowd. 


"After this I went to St. Petersburg. 


On Dec. 0 it was impossible to get a tele- 
gram or a letter out of St. Petersburg. 
The only way was to give your message 
to a conductor on a railroad and pay him 
well to mail it at some point out of Rus- 
sia," 


Abraham Rnmmel. Called Public Menace 


by Jerome, Found Guilty. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Abraham Hum- 


mel, tho lawyer, charged with conspir- 
acy to have tthe divorce of Mrs. C. W. 
Morse from Charles F. Dodge declared 
void in order to nullify her marriage 
with Morse was found guilty by a jury 
today. 


Hummel! was one of the most widely 


known of New York's lawyers. He had 
been connected with n number of cele- 
brated cases. His partner, Howe, was 
one of the attorneys for the defense in 
the Guldensuppe case. Ilummell had a 
large practice in the theatrical and di- 
vorce litigation. 
He entered the law of- 


fice in. which he is now the senior part- 
ner, many years ago as an office boy and 
worked his way tb the prominent plnco 
he has held for some tune past in the 
city's legal circles. 


The charge upon which he was con- 


victed was conspiracy in the 
Dodge- 


itorse divorce litigation in which he 
Bought to show that Mrs. Morse's di- 
vorce from Dodge was invalid. The ob- 
ject of this was to upset her marriage 
to Morse who is a very wealthy banker 
and owner of steamship companies. 


Justice Rogers sentenced Hummel to 


one year's imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary and a ijioOO fine. This is the maxi- 
mum penalty. 


Immediately after 
sentence Hummel 


was taken to the Tombs preparatory to 
ieing taken to the penitentiary. 


District Attorney Jerome appeared in 


court and moved that sentence be passed 
at once. He said that Hummel had been 
a menace to the public for twenty years.

Several employes were in an adjoining 
room, but were only stunned by the ex- 
plosion. Fourteenth' street wns crowded 
at the time with thousands of persons 
making their way to their homes on the 
cast side and to- Brooklyn by way of the 
new Williarasburg bridge. 
For a time 


the crowd was threatened with panic, 
but the arrival of police reserves soon 
straightened matters out. 


The Allied Iron association was formed 


recently when Hie structural iron work- 
ers declared a strike against the con- 
tracting firm of Post & McCord. Its of- 
fices have been used as a bureau for tho 
employment of nonunion men to take tho 
places of the strikers. 


About ten, days ago notice was served 


on all union structural iron workers in 
the city that oh and after that date no 
iron workers would be employed by tho 
contracting lirms of New York except 
through the association agency.

FIREMAN KILLED IN CHICAGO 


TVall Collapses. Causioj? Death—Girls Hare 


Narrow Escapes. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—One fireman was 


killed and several employes may have 
lost their lives in a fire that destroyed 
the enamel feign factory of the Charles 
W. Schonk company, 7 to 15 Park street, 
last night.' Until the ruins of the build- 
ing- have bene searched it will not be pos- 
itively known whether any of the em- 
ployes were killed. 


While the firo was at ite height one of 


the walla suddenly collapsed and a num- 
ber of firemen were precipitated in the 
debris. With the exception of Lieut. 
Henry Bassett of truck company No. 74, 
who was crushed to death, all of the fire- 
men escaped with a severe shaking up. 
A number of the employes were injured 
in the panic that followed after the fire 
broke out. 


TWO HUNDRED IN'DANGER. 


There were forty girls, and 130 men 


and boys employed in the factory and 
according to the officials of the company 
all except two persons have been ac- 
counted for. 


Lieut. Bassett was killed while run 


ning away from the building together 
with several members of the company in 
an effort to escape from a falling wall. 
The outer edge of the wall, however, 
caught Bnssett and he was crushed to 
death. The body was recovered a few 
minutes later. 


The loss on the building which was de- 


stroyed and the contents is estimated at 
$230,000.

BANK CIRCLES AGAIN NORMAL 


Flurry Created In Chiouero Yesterday Has

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Practically nor- 


mal conditions were restored in local 
banking circles today, and there was not 
the slightest surface indication of the 
disturbance caused yesterday by the sus- 
pension of the Walsh banks. The runs 
in the Chicago National and Home Sav- 
ings banks continued but there was no 
excitement whatever around the Nation- 
al bank, and but very little in the offices 
of the Home Savings bank. A large 
crowd of depositors gathered before the 
savings bank about an hour before the 
time for opening the doors, and all of 
them apparently desired to be the first to 
obtain money. There was but one police- 
man on duty in front of the building, 
and he yas hopelessly overmatched. He 
sent in a call for aid, and in a short time 
Lieut. Hartford with a detail of officers 
had arrived and formed the depositors in 
a long line. The pushing and shoving to 
be first through the doors having-been 
stopped by the oflicers quiet was at once 
restored. About 500 men were in lino 
when the bank opened and the work of 
paying them off wont on rapidly. It is 
believed that by tomororw night the 
greater part of the deposits in both the 
Chicago National and the Home Savings 
banks will be withdrawn. 


United States District Attorney Mor- 


rison and States Attorney Healy both 
stated this morning that nothing in con- 
nection with the operation of the banks 
had been called to .their attention. 


MADRID FOR CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Ambassa- 


dor White, who has been named as one

The men were in a ter- 
ribly exhausted condition, but will re- 
cover. 


It was not until this afternoon that 


the posibility of reaching the men by the 
means which finally resulted in their re- 
moval from the tube occurred to the res- 
cuers. The mouth of the tunnel had fill- 
ed with water when the earth caved 
away and the rescuers had been giving 
practically all their attention t& sink- 
ing a shaft from the surface. 
Steam 


pumps which had been constantly 
at 


work, however, partially freed the tun- 
nel of watnr this afternoon and it was 
found possible to send a row boat to the 
place'where the men were imprisoned. 


It was'thought at 
first that more 


workmen might have been imprisoned 
when the earth caved, but those who 
were rescued said that all th'eir com- 
panions' 'escaped before the water closed 
the mouth of the tunnel. 


When the rescued workmen had recov- 


ered sufficiently to speak intelligently 
they said they were the only men caught 
in the tunnel and the rescuers ceased 
work upon the shaft which was being 
pushed through the concrete. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The first words 


to be spoken to their rescuers by the 
two men imprisoned 40 feet deep in the 
Pennsylvania tunnel came through an 
iron pipe at noon today. 


"For God's sake, hurry \ip," was the 


message. The speaker said no more than 
this to indicate what his plight might 
be. 


The rescuing party then had only sev- 


en feet more to drill through the cement 
roof of the tunnel where the men have 
been buried for 36 hours. The message 
was transmitted through the pipe wliich 
is being used to pump air into the tun- 
nel. 


The rescuers said it might require sev- 


eral hours to penetrate the last seven 
feet of the tunnel roof. Meanwhile one 
of the dangers threatening the imprison- 
ed men had been diminished by the low- 
ering of the water in the tunnel. Two 
large steam pumps brought, the water 
down so low that an attempt was made 
to reach the men in boats which were 
launched in another part of the tunnel. 
The boats, however could not squeezed 
beneath the roof at the point where the 
water was highest and this attempt was 
given up. 


SLAIN BY .DYNAMITE. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Three men 


were blown to pieces, seven others were 
more or less seriously hurt, and the oc- 
cupants of fashionable hotels and resi- 
dences in the vicinity or Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-fourth street were startled 
today by an. explosion of dynamite in 
an excavation for the 
new Altman 


building. Fragments of the bodies of 
the dead were scattered over an area of 
100 feet and it was hours before the ex- 
act number of victims of the accident 
could be determined. The explosion was 
caused by a workman unintentionally 
striking a heavy charge of dynamite, 
which had been placed in'a drill hole in 
a ledge of rock several days ago and 
which defied attempts to explode it at 
that time. Today the workmen started 
to redrill the hole with no thought of 
the deadly charge which it concealed. 


THREE BLOWN TO PIECES. 


There were eighty men in the excava- 


tion at the time, but only a few of them 
were near the loaded hole when the steel 
drill plunged into sticks of dynamite. 
There was a terrific roar, the nir wns 
filled with particles of stone, fragments 
of human llesh, pieces of timber,, dirt 
and smoke. Scarcely a trace was found 
in the excavation of three men who had 
stood almost directly over the hole and 
when the' smoke cleared- away seven 
others were stretched out on the ground, 
their faces and bodies torn and seared. 


PORTIONS OF BODY FOUND. 


The sound of the explosion brought 


guests hurrying from the Waldorf Astor- 
ia hotel, almost directly across the street 
from the eeone of the disaster and from 
many similar places in the vicinity. For 
a time there was wild excitement in the 
neighborhood. Portions of the body of 
an Italian were found in Easty Thirty-, 
fourth street, nearly 250 feet from the 
point where the dynamite exploded anil 
another body was found on top of n tool 
house,; more than one hundred 
feet 


away. .Fragments of the third body 
were found far from the excavation.

COSSACKS SLAIN 


Infuriated Russian Peas* 


ants Dismembered 


Their Bodies. 


TUKUM, Corland, Russia, Sunday, 


Dee. 
17^ via Stettin, Prussia., Dec. 19,— 


A special staff correspondent of the -As- 
sociated Press who has just arrived here, 
learns that mobs. of Lithunians and Es- 
thonians yesterday attacked a hundred 
Cossacks and dragoons, the only military 
force stationed an Tukum. The mobs, 
after wild fighting killed the scoldiers to 
the last man, cut off their arms and legs 
and ripped up their bodies. The streets 
were strewn with bodies and dismember- 
ed parts. 


Six hundred troops arrived here this 


morning, with three guns, shelled the 
place" and charged the mobs of peasants 
who surrendered or were dispersed. 


Order has now been reestablished and 


the soldiers are buying the bodies of the 
slain and caring for the wounded. 


In all 340 soldiers and peasants were 


killed and many were wounded. Most 
of the remaining population have fled to 
Riga which now is the safest town in this 
part of Russia.

At the suggestion' of Representative 


Hill of Connecticut, a provision was ad- 
ded that all American sugar and tobacco 
are to be admitted into the Philippines 
free of duty and a new section was add- 
ed which provides that no Philippine pro- 
ducts now in warehouses in the United 
States shall be exempted from 
duties 


under the proposed measure. *

FIRST ICE CROP IS IN 


Out -Above the Dam and is Six 


Inches Thick—Big Yield 
;1 


'Desired This Season. 


The- first ice of the winter has been! 


harvested, by the Horlick Ice companyj 
and o >load was brought to the city yes-i 
tonlay afternoon. It was cut from the 
river at Horlicksville. is six inches thick, 
clear as crystal and the best quality that 
could be desired. 


George Horlick stated that while the 


season had not yet opened for the cut- 
ting of this necessary article, he believ- 
ed that if there was not too much snow 
rind a little more cold weather came- on, 


{ hundreds of men will be employed to cut 


the ice and that the crop could not help 
but prove of the best. 


On account of the supply having run 


short the past summer and it being nec- 
essary to buy from outside the city in 
order to supply customers, the crop this 
year will be larger than, that of last. At 
the lowest estimate from 25,000 to 30,- 
000 tons will be gathered in the ice 
houses of Sacine and vicinity. 


This of course will not 
include tho 


many tons gathered by butchers and 
other private 
parties. Water having 


been drained out of the river above the 
dam left the water clear and pure and 
t!ic ice cannot help but be good. Most 
of the crop, however, will be cut from 
tho artificial lakes of which there are 
many in this part of the county. 


When the cutting commences in earn- 


est there will be employment at good 
wage* for every idle man in Racine for 
at least six week to two. months.

PASTORS GIVE 
REASONS 


"A Christian Burial tor Chris- 


tians Only," Their Subject. 


Uphold This Principle on the •Ground 


': of Common Equity aHd Christian 


.-••"> Honesty and Uprightness. 


The following communication 
from 


Revs. F. E. Esemen, pastor of the Trin- 
ity English Lutheran church; J. F. Boer- 
ger; ".pastor of the St. John's Lutheran 
church and Conrad Jaeger, pastor of the 
First Evangelical Lutheran church, has 
beerrsent to this office for publication: 


Why do we uphold the principle: A 


Christian burial for Christians only? 


The demand is often made in our days 


on the Christian church and her minis- 
ters to grant each and every one a 
Christian burial whether the deceased 
was a member of, or over had any con- 
nection with the church or not. 


The undersigned, therefore, wisli to 


state their reasons why they uphold the 
principle: A Christian burial ior Chris- 
tians only. 
We uphold this principle on the 


ground of common equity and Christian 
honesty and uprightness. 


Suppose a military burial, with all the 


honors of the army or navy were de- 
manded for a person who had deserted 
his flag and post of duty, or one who 
had been dishonorably discharged and 
expelled from his office? 
: .k>r, suppose the demand were made to 
bujy with all the honors and rites oi a 
secret lodge, or society; such persons as 
hitt: never been members of such a eb- 
ciety, or who had withdrawn from it, or 
who had been expelled from rnemberr 
ship? Would -you not say in such and 
all similar cases, that it were unreason- 
able, and unjust in the extreme to make 
su'cn a' demand? 


Now we hold the demand to bury with 


Christian honors such as never had any 
connection with the Christian church or 
who :voluntarialy; severed that connec- 
tion, or whom the church 'for just rea- 
sons was obliged to expel from her com- 
munion, to be even more unjust and un- 
reasonable. 
For we believe the church 


of Christ and her rites and honors which 
she shows to her departed members, in- 
finitely more sacred than those of a.ny 
secular society or organization. There- 
fore we hold that even from the stand- 
point of human reason and the laws of 
equity we must uphold the principle: A 
Christian burial for Christians only. 


Our chief reason however, for uphold- 


ing this principle is Christian honesty 
and uprightness. If anything is expect- 
ed and demanded from Christians and 
their ministers it is that they be honest 
and upright in all thnt they say and do. 
They must under all eircumstances speak 
the truth, and not only speak it, but act 
it, too. And this holds good not only in 
regard to the living, but the dead as 
well. 


A person receiving a military burial 


is-thereby publicly honored as a brave 
soldier, people buried with the rites and 
honors of a lodge are thereby publicly 
honored as members of the lodge; like- 
wise, all those who receive a Christian 
buriiil are thereby publicly honored as 
Christians. 


" This is the -way, too, in which every- 
bodj* looks at this matter. People waut 
a..Christian burial, for their dead, be- 
cause they want Christian honors shown 
th'em, and they want for 
them these 


Christian honors so thnt by them they, 
may be publicly declares ns people who 
died as Christians. They know that to, 
refuse them a Christian burial is to say, 
that as for as men can judge, they were 
not Christians, This is regarded as .a 
disgrace, and to nvoid or to cover up the 
disgrace the services of a Christian min- 
ister are required. 


But this disgrace is well deserved, and 


the Christian church and her ministers 
are not to blame for it. 


They who live and die without Christ, 


without His word and His church must 
themselves bear the burden of the dis- 
grace if they are also buried according 
ly. We hold the Christian church and 
her ministers dare not, for their sake, 
play the part of hypocrites, and though 
Christian charity covereth a multitude 
of sins, yet it dare not do one sin to 
cover up others. It must not encourage 
dishonesty and hypocrisy, even at a bur- 
ial. Christian honesty and uprightness 
demand that the principle be ever up- 
held. A Christian burial for Christians 
only. 


But someone may say, is there really 


no way of getting around'this matter? 
Just think of all the dissatisfaction and 
ill feelings it causes when a minister re- 
fuses to attend a fuceral. See how peo- 
ple get offended, leave the church, or be- 
come only more turned against it, while 
otherwise nuiny might be gained as 
members. Could not this matter then, 
be adjxisted in such a manner as to sat- 
isfy everybody, while, at the some time, 
the Minister would not act contrary to 
his duty and calling? Why not avoid all 
difficulties by simply ignoring the dead 
altogether and speak only to the bereav- 
ed faoiily who on such occasion are deep- 
ly in need of sympathy and comfort? We 
answer in first place: As to the offense 
created by refusing a, Christian burinl, 
this is not offense given, but taken, and 
only the offended are responsible for it. 
And in second place, fts trying to get 
around this matter in the manner pro- 
posed would be permissible if such fam- 
ilies were satisfied in having the service 
before or after the funeral, but. the fact 
that the people nre not satisfied with 
_such a Christian service but want it held 
in connection with the burial, proper 
goes to prove that they are not looking 
for Christian consolation for themselves 
only, but also want Christian 
honors 


shown their dead. To submit to .this 
would be an act of dishonesty and»hy- 
pocrisy. For the very presence .of a 
Christian minister at a funeral uuhis..of- 
ficial capacity as a minister of "a Chris- 
tian church makes it a Christian burial, 
n public act, by which the dead one is 
publicly honored as a Christian. 
.But perhaps some good-natured and 
kind-hearted person will say: Should 


not the Christian church and her mem- 
bers in all instances- be charitable and 
therefore give the benefit of the doubt 
even to the dead? 


If one or the other did rnot live as 


Christians, who knows but they might 
nevertheless have died as Christians, and 
should those who in their last moments 
repented of their sins and took refuge to 
Christ, their saviour, be excluded from 
the honors of a Christian 'burial? We 
answer: Jesus receives sinners; all sin- 
ners that come unto Him, and at any 
time when they come, even if they come 
only in .their last hour. And as Jesus 
Himself, so is His church, and so are His 
ministers also minded. 


Though a person had evidently been 


no Christian all bis lifetime, though he 
had lived a life of vice and shame, yet 
if even in his last hours he repent of his 
sins and confess faith in Christ, his Sav- 
iour, no Christian minister will turn 
away from him and refuse him a Chris- 
tian burial. You certainly never heard 
of a case in which that was done. 


If there be a reasonable hope, as far 


as we 'can' judge, that the shiner might 
yet have been a Christian, or by repent- 
ance and faith might still have become 
a Christian, he will always be dealt with 
according to charity, and he will be bur- 
ied with all Christian honors. But 
further than this even Christian charity 
is not permitted to go. If, as far as we 
were able to see and hear, a person has 
evidently passed from this life as an un- 
believer; if he was taken away in his 
sins and wickedness,, in a word, if he died 
as he lived, without God, without Christ, 
without His church. His word, His sac- 
raments, and showed not even a sign of 
repentance, then even Christian charity 
with- its ever wide heart cannot 'help 
such a. person. 


God in His holy word judges him an 


unbeliever, and we must also so judge 
him, and when called upon to show to 
such a person the honors of a Christian 
burial, we cannot but refuse the demand 
and abode by the well founded and only 
correct principle: A Christian burial for 
Christians only.

THE DAY OF TRIAL. 


Chicago Chronicle: "These are the 


times that try 
men's souls." These 


words were originally written concern- 
ing the dark Valley Forge days of the 
revolutionary war, but they are equally 
applicable to the days immediately pre- 
ceding Christmas and to many people 
who have Christmas presents to choose 
and to pay for. 


The strain is the severest on. people 


with large family connections, 
people 


who are not as rich as they are thought 
to be, people who are under obligations 
to reciprocate costly presents received 
last Christmas and people who are in 
love. 


Deeply ns we sympathize with all such 


people, we have nothing to offer them 
but our advice. This can not. it is true, 
be turned into cash, but it may save 
them some cash and, what is just as im- 
portant, save them a good deal of mental 
distress if it is carefully weighed and 
acted on. 


There are some Christmas presents 


that are quasi charities or gratuities. 
They are made to children or 
young 


people, to employes or to needy old peo- 
pl.a vrho will not be tempted to make any 
return. the following Christmas. 
Such 


presents can not be too large to be prop- 
er. There is nothing hazardous about 
raising the mortgage on an employe's 
house or giving a pony to a. nephew or 
presenting a married daughter with a 
$50,000 residence or sending a poor wid- 
ow coal enough to carry her through the 
winter. 


The moment this line is passed costly 


Christmas presents are likely to produce 
more ill will than friendship. With some 
people it is intensely disagreeable to be 
put under obligations for anything. This 
is so true that it has become proverbial 
that a man's greatest enemies are the 
people whom he has befriended. A Christ- 
mas present which keeps a person think- 
ing for a whole year how it shall be re- 
turned and eclipsed a yonr hence is a pos- 
itive unkindness and a misfortune. 
_ Fifty years ago most ndult people did 
not receive Christmas presents from per- 
sons outside the family circle and prob- 
ably most adult people would rather not 
receive them now. If they must receive 
them they would be greatly relieved to 
have them of no intrinsic value. They 
would prefer also to receive something 
that is to be eaten, used up or worn out 
and not something which they are ex- 
pected to keep on exhibition and cherish 
forever as a priceless souvenir. 
These 


remarks may lack originality, but they 
may save a world of trouble and consid- 
erable money if they are acted on. ' 


The next rule-to be observed in order 


to moke a Christmas.gift pass off pleas- 
antly is to have it characteristic of the 
giver. It is generally supposed that the 
gift should be germane in some way to 
the person who is to receive it, but a lit- 
tlo reflection will show the contrary. A 
person who receives a present consisting 
of his favorite article at once experiences 
a mean and painful, because it is a pure- 
ly selfish feeling. If he receives some- 
thing wliich is germane to tha giver his 
better and happier feelings are excited. 


The ideal gift is an article which is 


germane to both of them. It may be the 
tanned hide of the bear they killed to- 
gether, a walking stick cut from the 
thicket in which they nusticated togeth- 
er, a. fino engraving of the jhip in which 
they went- to Europe together or some 
delicacy of wliich both of them are ex- 
trnvagnntly fond. If the articles can not 
relate to both we insist that it will pro- 


duce most pleasure if it relates to tha 
giver. 


It is one of the bitterest ingredients 


in these days of trial that a. person may 
give mortal offense either by sending a 
present or by not sending one. He is not 
a. mind-reader and has no idea how hi3 
gift will be received. It may be resent- 
ed as an unwarranted familiarity if it i» 
sent and the neglect to send it may be 
taken as a deliberate slight. 


Wherever there is the slightest doubt 


it is doubly important not to njakw an 
expensive present. A present of perisha- 
ble material that is little more than a 
polite formality is free from danger and 
will give pleasure far more 
frequently 


than one which is costly and which, after 
all—alas! alas—may not be particular- 
ly admired.

of br.ilding some of tin; mail cars, and 
charges which several times over exceeds 
the rate.-; charged by express companies 
to the general public, has long attracted 
serious .attention, but o/ficinlly as- coming 
from the. government, nothing 1ms been 
done. Wore this adjusted and transpor- 
tation companies paid even at express 
rates, a very large saving would be mado 
and unquestionably all deficiencies wiped 
out and still leaving ample for the free 
rural delivery. There is no reason the 
intelligence of the country should be tax- 
ed as proposed in the report of la-rgcly 
increasing the postage taxes of the var- 
ious publications and newspapers, that 
a large deficiency be made incurred sole- 
ly through the enormous 
unnecessary 


subsidies paid to the railroads in form 
of high rates, and through the unmiti- 
gated abuses of the franking privilege. 


Still is recommended a saving be mado 


by means of the roads carrying newspa- 
per maiU and more bulky merchandise 
by the fast freights instead of as now 
in the regular mail cars. 
If this be 


done there is no reason the publishing 
interests then not receive precisely the 
dame rates paid by other shippers, though 
of course the delays would be intolerable. 


Again is reiterated the statement 


presidential postotlicos bo rated by ef- 
ficiency and all reappointmerits deter- 
mined by this plan. 


Ho recommends as one system for im- 


proving our foreign mail service 
and 


building up our merchant marine con- 
gress providing compensation for steam- 
ers on outward voyages of equal speed 
and regularity of schedule.

.JEFFIUS IK 'HIM FIELD. 


The announcement of the candidacy of 


M. G. Jeffris of Janeaville for the con- 
gressional office now, and for the past 
twelve years held by H. A. Cooper of Ka- 
cinc, docs not come as a surprise, for 
ever since the year 1802, when the dele- 
gates from other counties in the district \ 


gave up the fight for their favorite son, 
in favor of Sir. Cooper it has been ex 
pccted that Sir. JefTris, then Cooper' 
most formidable, opponent, would ste;

The rabid utterances as printed in the 


Chicago papers of some exceedingly in- 
discreet members of the.Labor Federa- 
tion may later on posibly get them into 
trouble.

If this contention 
is sustained by .the courts or the com- 
mission, it renders immune any publi 
corporation from replying to any ques- 
tions and of testifying before any legis- 
lative committees, only such information 
as they arc pleaaed to give voluntarily.

tion issue processes, known as bills of 
discovery which compel parties to nn-

sion of the strike movement.

army is so inflammatory that even the 
radical papers are afraid to print it. 
'•During the strike it is proposed to stop 
all papers nnd to print and distribute 
only the organ of the workmen's coun- 
til.

The situation 
in the Baltic provinces is growing steadi- 
ly worse and in the Caucasus the renewal 
of the outbreak of the Tartars and Ar- 
menians has produced another reign of 
terror.

BOATS IN GREAT PANIC 


Damage, of Over Ha'f JIi'.l:on—Two 


, Pins in Washington, D. C. Ee- 


sultin $100,000 LOSB-

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Fire today de- 


stroyed fully half of the immense rail- 
road terminal buildings at the foot of 
West Twenty-third street on the Hud- 
son river. The loss was estimated at 
$550,000. 
Crowded ferry boats and hun- 


dreds of passengers were unloading at 
the terminals when a series 
qf 
explo- 


sions were hoard and immediately, dense 
volumes of smoke filled the great build- 
ings, followed quickly by jinnies. Great- 
alarm prevailed and when ferry boats, 
despite the (lames, kopt landing passen- 
gers from Now Jersey at portions of the 
docks and terminals which were not on 
fire, the police from four stations had to 
be summoned 
to keep order. Several 


employes of the railroads were severely 
burned and h've men were reported to be 
missing after the fire was under control. 


HAD JUST BEEN CONSTRUCTED. 
•The new ferry houses of the Delaware, 


Lackawanna and Western and of the 
Jersey Central railroads Svere almost to- 
tal-losses. They were the newest ferry 
terminals in the city, 'the Lackawanna 
building 
still undergoing its 
finishing 


touches, and the Jersey -Central having 
been completed only two months ago.' 
The terminals of the Erie railroad and 
the Pennsylvania were in such danger 
for a time, that the lire department con- 
centrated its entire efforts 
on saving 


them. One small freight shed belonging 
to the Erie and part of its dock were 
damaged. 


PASSENGERS SAFELY LANDED. 
The ferry house was immediately filled 


with smoke and the painters liad great 
difficulty in reaching the door above. A 
ferry boat with more than 500 passen- 
gers aboard wns just coming into the 
slip when the lire started. 
All wero safe- 


ly landed. 


The names made rapid headway and 


all the fireboats were pressed into bcr- 
vice, in addition to several railroad tugs, 
which volunteered. 


The big ferry house, bulit mostly of 


wood, burned fiercely. Jinny boats on 
their way to the Jersey side were held 
up in midstream. There wns great ex- 
citement. Crowds of commuters who 
were 
landing when the 
fire 
started, 


crowded about the blazing building and 
extra policemen were called to give the. 
firemen a chance to work. 


240 FOOT TOWER FELL. 


The fire started in a paint shop in the; 


Lackawanna building, presumably from 
a defective electric wire. A ferry boat 
was just discharging 500 passengers into 
this building when snioke, flames and (i' 
series of explosions burst from the paint' 
hop nearby. So rapidly did the (lame's 
spread that when the fire departments 
had gotten to work the intense heat was 
already melting the copper sheathing on 
the walls of the building. A 240 foot 
tower of the Lackawanna building burn- 
ing from top to bottom fell into tho 
Hudson river carrying a three ton clock 
down with it. The roof of this building 
fell leaving little except walls standing, 
and the Jersey Central building was al- 
most as badly wrecked. 


CASH AND TICKETS SAVED. 


The rescue of $200,000 worth of tick- 


ets and cash from a safe in the Jersey 
Ontrnl' office was a feature of the five. 
A. H. Jackin, an officer of the road ran 
into the office and got possession of the 
valuables before, he was overcome by 
smoke. Two clerks carried him out of 
the building. 


Hundreds of trunks are reported to 


have been destroyed in tho two burned 
terminals. 


W. G. Bcslcr, vice president and gen- 


eral manager of the Jersey Central an- 
nounced that the ferry house of his com- 
pany was a total loss. 


TWO FIRES IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Washington 


early this morning was visited by two 
fires, entailing an 
approximate aggre- 


gate loss of $100,000. 
At one of them 


four women were rescued, being carried 
down ladders by Lieutenant Sullivan of 
truck company No. 3 and Policeman

found tht! women were nearly overcome 
by snioke. 


The first alarm was sounded from the 


vicinity of 12th and G. streets, north- 
west, where fire had been discovered in 
tho building of the H. H. Juelg Piano 
company, 1200 G. street, northwest. It 
pas. from this building that the women 
were, rescued. The flames were soon 
under control in that building, but later 
they extended to the basement, second 
and third floors of Muddiman & Co.s Gas 
Fixtures and Lamp 
store, 
adjoining, 


damaging the building and stock con- 
siderably. 


CALLED TO ANOTHER SECTION. 
The firemen were still working oil this 


fire when another alarm was soundedj 
which -brought the remaining companies 
nnd some of the others already out to 
the vicinity of Ninth .street and Louis- 
iana avenue, the heard of the commission 
house section. The fire there 
burned 


fiercely, but by 9 o'clock was under con- 
trol. The Majestic theater adjoining one 
of the buildings destroyed was saved 
only through heroic work of the firemen. 


The latter fire started in the agricul- 


tural implement establishment of P. H. 
Heiskell, Jr., & Co. two doors from the 
Majestic theater on C. street, and soon 
extended to feed stores on. either side, 
those of the Hodge & McDowell Co., and 
Hendrickson & Co., and burned through 
to Louisiana, avenue, taking in the com- 
mission houses of Isaac Wallerstein, Jo; 
seph Fei-raro and Ellis & Co., all of 
which were destroyed. The commission 
houses of Joseph Di Giorgio & Co., and 
N. J. Ward & Co., were partially burned- 


The total loss was partially covered by 


insurance. 


$75,000 BLAZE AT PITTSBTJRG.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In the exe- 


cutive session of the senate today Sena- 
tor Morgan wanted the senate t orequest 
the return of all the nominations 
for 


isthmian canal commissioners which had 
heretofore been confirmed. He asserted 
that the committee on iuteroceanio ca- 
nal had held no meeting to act on the 
nominations, and the confirmations were 
void. 


The senate asceded to the request and 


the nominations were reconsidered and 
referred to the isthmian canal commit- 
tee. 


The senate adjourned at 2:10 p. m. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 20.—When the 


senate met today, Mr. Keen reported and 
the senate passed a resolution authoriz- 
ing the committee on industrial exposi- 
tions to employ a messenger. After the 
resolution had bean passed, Mr. Spooner 
asked how many committees ther.e are 
left 
which have not messengers and 


when told that there were only two, sug- 
gested that they should be placed on the 
list and thus prevent discrimination. 


Mr. Hale expressed the opinion that 


the remaining two would .not be long in 
"coming to the surface." 


WOULD PRINT CHARGES. 


Jlr. Koraker asked and obtained leave 


to have printed the record in a number 
of cases, recently before the interstate 
commerce commission involving charges 
of.discrimination in beef shipments. He 
said that after taking cognizance of the 
cases the commission had not reached its 
lonclusion for almost three years, where- 
as the United .States court for the north- 
ern district of Illinois had taken the mat- 
ter up and reached a final decision with- 
n five or six months.

compiiny would have suffered

rongful loss of $2,000,000. 
Mr. Culborson called attention to the 


recent speech of Mr. Foraker, in which 
the latter had snid that since the Elkins 
law had gone into effect, rebates had 
practically ceased.

of railroad officials at Philadelphia and 
Chicago for taking rebates.

THE FAILURE OF THE WALSH 


BANKS. 


Chicago Daily Journal: The wreck of 


John R. Walsh's fortunes is no surprise 
to those who have watched his conduct 
for the past ten years. The only aston- 
ishing thing about it is that it was de- 
layed so long. Instead of devoting his 
ability and energy to the care of the 
moneys entrusted to him as a banker he 
has used them to promote multifarious 
private enterprises, from stone quarries, 
railroads and newspapers to politics. 


It should be a-xiomatic that no bank 


is safe whose funds arc in the absolute 
control of any one man, to do with as 
he will; and if there ever was an auto- 
crat in business it was Mr. Walsh in the 
conduct of his financial institutions. 


Much sympathy will be felt for him, 


personally, for it is a terrible thing for 
an ambitious, energetic, able man, at the 
close of a long career, to find himself 
suddenly plunged into the black pit of 
ruin. 
But the law of consequences is 


inexorable. 
Knots are facts, and noth- 


ing can alter them. 


The lesson written in letters of fire by 


this catastrophe is so plain that it can 
'lot be misunderstood. No man can servo 
bwo masters—himself 
and those who 


trust him—unless He serves those who 
trust him Prst. If he attempts first to 
serve himself, ruin lies in wait for all 
concerned. 


The man who accepts the care of mil- 


lions of dollars belonging to others, has 
no right to speculate with those funds 


for his own benefit. 


No banker in this country was ever 


more implicitly trusted by his friends 
and by the public that John R. Walsh 
has been trusted; and this was the more 
remarkable because it was known that 
he was heavily involved in numerous pri- 
vate enterprises. But he was believed to 
be a financial genius, who possessed a 
secret that enabled him to turn all he 
touched to gold. There is no financial 
genius who can do that, if once he con- 
fuses the difference between mine and 
thine. 


The promptness with which the bank- 


ing interests of Chicago have come to 
the rescue of the depositors in the Walsh 
banks is highly creditable to the busi- 
ness world of this city. Individual banks 
may fail, but the financial resources of 
Chicago are great enough to meet any 
emergency.

REVELATIONS OF BRANCH-MEBIWETHER AFFAIR 


What the Code 5s and the Finish Fights Which 


It Constantly Gives Rise to—Hazing the 


Most Fruitful of Primary Causes — 


Stories of Some of the Fights — 


A Duel of Former Years.

Judging by the reports, the chiel 


business of the midshipmen is pum 
meling each other In accordance with 
the liberal interpretation of the Mar- 
quis of Quecnsberry rules. 
Part oi 


the equipment of every man is evi- 
dently the belligerent clilp. 
And he 


wears it in such a rcckiess manner 
that it flops off at the slightest touch 
of the aggressive code. 


The "code?" What is it? 
Nobody 


eeems to know. They say it is not 
•written, so that it ia not in docu- 
mentary form. 
And nobody seems to 


be able to explain just how this mucli 
honored "Sir Code" acquired a resi- 
dence In the academy, or just how Irs 
attained such an ascendancy over the 
young men being trained there for 
Uncle Sam's navy. 
But certain It la 


that he is there, and that he 
just 


dotes on fights which are sometimes 
more than bloody, as was che cas« 
•when Branch went down and out. All 
fights are to a finish, and that word 
finish frequently means 
more 
than 


•was Intended or expected when the 
quarrel was in the making, and the 
challenge was being sent. 


Years ago there used to be occasion- 


al fights among tha midshipmen on 
the spur of the moment, and once' in 
awhile a formal bout arranged for the 
settlement of some 
wrong, real 
or 


fancied. 
But there 
were no 
recog- 


nized rules governing or creating such 
affairs, and there was no regularity of 
their occurrence. 
But with the paa- 


Bage of the years the present honor 
Eystem grew up, and with the inven- 
tion of this "flght factory," for such 
It Is, pure and simple, the fistic en- 
counters became more frequent. 
It 


Is said that the 'officers of the academy 
do not recognize the existence of this 
code of honor, even though they may 


and fierce that 
the most 
strenuous 


mill between professional prize fight- 
ers is but tame in comparison. The 
finish, comes when one of the com- 
batants fails to respond to the call 
o£ time after the lapse of the inter- 
val between rounds. No one at the 
academy can recall 
a single 
fight 


which has not been a finish affair; for 
it would never do for a man to stop 
until it was finished. To stop short 
of that would disgrace a man in the 
'eyes of his fellow classmen, and' he 
could never look them in the face 
again. 


How One Pig-ht Came About. 


Here is the story of how one fight 


was brought on, and is illustrative of 
the rough-and-ready style of the mid- 
shipmen and their eagerness for tha 
fray. 
A third classman had accosted 


a. "plebe," or fourth classman 
with 


the admonition: 
"Hold 
up 
your 


head." 
Indignant at this attempt to 


"run" 
him—for graduation day was 


near at hand, and both were prepar- 
ing to step up a class, and this pro- 
motion would, under the customs of 
the academy, take the "plebe" out of 
the grade of the hazed and relegate 
the office of hazer 
to the succeeding 


"youngster" or third class—he replied, 
defiantly: 
"Mind your own business!" 


The third classman stood aghast be- 


fore such audacity on the part of a 
"plebe," and as soon as he had re- 
covered sufficiently from his astonish- 
ment to speak, be demanded: 


"You 
want to fight, do you?" 


"Yes," replied the "plebe," who re- 


alized that there was no other way 
of settlement than in accordance with 
the recognized code of honor, although 
in comparison with the upper class- 
man he was a veritable Zaceheus in 
stature. 
But Midshipman 
McEntee, 


the "plebe," was no coward, in fact 
there is co room for the man who 
shows tha white 'feather in the acad- 
smy, and he began to strip for the 
fray, and right then and there In the 
open daylight, in a secluded spot of 
the academy grounds, the two mid- 
shipmen went at it. There was no 
referee and no seconds, but it was a 
flght to a finish nevertheless, 
and 


•while the clover fists of 
the little 


"plebe "found landing places on the 


5ta largest field of operation. 
The 


personal encounter between two mid- 
dies as the result of an insult or oth- 
er affront which leads to a challenge 
being sent-and the two meeting 5n the 
ring to settle the affair is one. thing, I 
and the resistance - of a "plebe" when 
being hazed is quite another, and calls ; 
into operation a different rule of the 
code. This is what Is known as the 1 
"class fight" 


The offending "plebe" must flght 


the man the upper class picks out. 
To be sure, it will give the "plebe" a 
nsan of his own size, but good care Is 
taken by the third classmen that the 
chances are all 
on their 
side 
by 1 


choosing for their .champion one of 
their strongest and cleverest pugilists. 
As a rule, of course, the underclass- | 
man is badly punished, and after 15 ' 
or 20 fierce and1 bloody rounds fails 
to come to the scratch, but sometimes 
the tables are turned and the upper 
clas;iman is the one who gets groggy 
and at last is unable to respond to the 
call of time by the referee, and is 
counted out. 
Then 
the 
victorious 


"plebe" has to fight another of tha 
"youngsters," and so on until he is 
himself whipped. 
A "Plebe" Who Wasn't Whipped. 
Years ago, it ia said, that a "plabe" 


practically cleaned 
out 
an 
entire 


class of "youngsters," and it -was then 
.discovered that he had been a prize 
fighter before his admission to the 
academy. 
It seems he 'rent to one 


of the upper 
classmen 
and 
said: 


"See here, I don't like the way my 
class is being treated." 
The 
upper 


classman was nearly surprised out of 
his wits, but 
recovered 
from 
his 


the autocrats 
of the academy, 
for 


Craig would then have the eye of au- 
thority upon the whole transaction. 


So one day after dinner, as the 


corps emerged from the mess hall into 
the corridor Craig was seized apd an 
attempt made to carry him 
bodily 


upstairs to make 
him 
flght. 
But 


Craig made such determined, resist- 
ance that tie attention of the officer 
in charge was attracted by the dis- 
turbance, and following the 
investi- 


gation which was made came court- 
martial and dismissal for the two of- 
fending upper classir'n on the charge 
of hazing. 


It has been said that fights never 


occur because one-midshipman in the 
line 'of duty reports another, but this 
would not seem to have been true in 
the case of the 
Brauch-Meriwetber 


fight, for 'it appears that 
incidents 


leading up to that encounter were the 
official

of 
Meriwether's 


room by Branch and the expected re- 
port on the .same. Meriwether called 
Branch a sneak and a coward because 
Branch had opened the wardrobe of 
Meriwetlrer, and finding there a cit- 
izen's suit, took It out and laid It on 
Meriwether's bed.

spection is considered extra official, 
and is said to have led Meriwether to 
use the insulting language attributed 
to him. 


A Pertinent Page from. History. 
A singular coincidence in connec- 


tion with affairs of honor 
between 


midshipmen of the academy and re- 
sultant fatalities is that an ancestor 
of Midshipman Branch, in his official 
capacity as secretary of the navy once 
confirmed the judgment of a court-

Operation of the Code. 


Here is the way the code operates: 


Some offense 
has been 
committed, 


generally by an under classman, and 
is of sufiicicnt gravity in the estlma- j 
tion of tho midshipmen to come with- i 
in the scope of the code, and a cbal- j 
lenge follows.

class names the time, the seconds are j

—at the present time generally one of 
the wardrooms of the midshipmen— 
the combatants strip to the buff and 
flght after the most approved form of 
the prize ring.

and is general!/ so bloody 


face of his antagonist and he colored 
his optics a beautiful dark blue shade, 
still he was worsted in the encounter, 
in fact so badly was he punished that 
he had to go to sick quarters.

The Class Fights. 


But the majority of fights in the 


jicademy are of a more formal charac- 
ter than the one described above. It 
is in the class fight where the code has 


stupor—and only one who knows the 
full meaning of "rate" among mid- 
shipmen can have a correct apprecia- 
tion of what that announcement from 
a "plebe" to an upper classman car- 
ried—the "rating" demanded: "Mid- 
shipman, do 
you want 
to 
fight?" 


"That's what I'm looking for," was 
the bold reply. 
Tho flght was ar- 


ranged, ana then followed a series of 
humiliating defeats for upper class- 
men, and there 
is no telling 
just 


where the attair might have ended If 
the academy authorities had not got 
wind of what was in progress, and 
put a stop to further encounters in 
that particular series. But it is said 
that the "plebe" boldly informed the 
officials that he "could whip the whole 
upper class." 


Hazing- and the Code. 


Most of the encounters in the acad- 


emy come from hazing the "plebca," 
although the "unknown 
lady" 
and 


other things oftan figure as the casus 
belli. 
An upper classman resents a 


lower classman being too attentive to j 
his "best girl," and any "galliness," 
or forwardness in a lower classman 
is sure to bring the offender to issue 
with the offended upper midshipman. 
Midshipmen have been known to fight 
their way through the academy with- 
out submitting to having. 
Any re- 


sistance to 
an 
unauthorized order 


tnat 
an upper 
classman 
gives 
a 


"plebe" results in a flght. 


But the code does not always bring 


the results that the midshipmen de- 
sire or expect, as 
was tho 
case a 


dozen years ago when Midshipman 
Craig proved much more than a match 
for the customs of the code. 
Two 


midshipmen of the graduating class 
along toward the end of the year en- 
tered the quarters of tho "plebes" to 
give them a touch of hazing, because 
the 'plebes' were not getting enough 
of It." They attacked Midshipman 
Craig and his roommate in a vigorous 
manner, when Craig,' who had just 
come in from skating and had his 
skates swinging from a strap on' his 
shoulder, unlimbered and brought the 
shining bits of steel down upon the 
heads of his assailants with such tell- 
ing effect as to leave 
deep 
marks 


there. 
It dazed the upper classmen 


when they contemplated tho situation 
—a "plebe" daring to leave a mark 
of a weapon upon the sacred brow 
of a first classman. Craig was sent a 
challenge to 
fight 
Ho knew 
what 


this meant—shut up in a room of one 
of the upper classmen with a giant 
to maul him to pieces. 
Craig 
re- 


turned answer that he would fight, 
but. in the open. 
This did riot suit 


martial against tire surviving prin- 
cipal in a pistol duei. That was in 1830, 
and the code of dueling in vogue in 
that day has to all intents and pur- 
popes descended upon the present, day 
and generation, about the only' ap- 
preciable difference being that fists 
instead of pistols are used, although 
the former are in some cases appar- 
ently as deadly to-day as the more 
'dangerous weapon used to be. 


The story of Midshipman Charles 


G. Hunter is a peculiar and in some ' 
respects a sad one. 
The affair 
of j 


honor into which he was drawn and 
which resulted in his killing his man, ' 
followed him all his 
days, like 
an j 


evil nemesis, and he died with the 
words on his lips: "My life has bean 
embittered, and all 
my 
happiness ! 


wrecked by the 
Bight of that 
man 


lying dead on the bank of that little ! 
creek in Delaware—killed by my pis- 
tol shot—and a man I had met only 
twice before we stood 
facing each 


other on that fateful Sunday morn- 
ing." 


The Trivial Beginning. 


The duel grew out. of a trivial in- 


cident, and the men who finally met 
each other on the field of honor were 
not the original principals in the af- 
fair. . Henry Wharton Griffith ana R. 
Dillon Drake, two 
society men 
of 


Philadelphia, In company with some 
friends sauntered into a billiard par- 
lor at Third and Chestnut streets on 
the afternoon of Friday, February 17, 
1830, and Drake, angered by an im- 
plied imputation upon his skill with 
the cue, struck Griffith: in the face. 
Before friends could interfere Drake 
had severely whipped his companion. 
That evening a message was sent to 
New York to 
Passed 
Midshipman 


Charles H. Duryee, 
of the 
United 


States navy, asking him to come im- 
mediately to Philadelphia. 
Duryee 


arrived on the following Tuesday and 
the next day carried a challenge from 
Grimttt t° Drake, who refused to en- 
tertain any message. 


"I will have no affair or intercourse 


with a person of his reputation," was 
Drake's contemptuous retort. 
"Tell 


him he is beneath the notice of a gen- 
tleman." 


"Is that your answer," demanded 


Duryee. 


"It is," replied Drake. "Take your 


letter back to him." 


Burning with 
Indignation Duryee 


strode out and at once sought Com- 
mander Philip F. 
Voorbeea, 
of the 


navy, who sent him back to Drake 
with insistence that satisfaction 
be 


given to Griffith for the insult 


"I refuse to accord a meeting to a 


man who baa placed himself beyond 
the pale 
of 
recognition," 
retorted 


Drake, haughtily. 


"But you were the assailant," as- 


serted the officer with some warmth. 


"Very true; but I hit him not' be- 


cause, of the billiard game, but be- 
cause he wrote a letter to my brother, 
Dr. Drake, that was derogatory to his 
fiancee, and that on the very day of 
bis marriage." 
- 


Duryee left in hot anger, declaring 


that be would post Drake as a coward 
and that brought tht; young lawyer, 
Miller, into the quarrel. The follow- 
ing day the attorney carried a chal- 
lenge from Drake to 
Duryee, 
but 


Lieut. Hampton Westcott, of Duryee's 
vessel, refused to permit tae midship- 
man to accept until Drake had given 
satisfaction to Griffith. 


"I shall never put myself on a level 


•with that degraded Individual until he 
makes apology for the wrong done my 
brother, the doctor, 
and bis bride," 


was Drake's ultimatum. 


Miller Dragged In. 


News of the controversy had spread 


among the naval officers at New York 
.and Philadelphia, and there was sharp 
criticism of Dnryee because he had 
not accepted Drake's challenge, 
de- 


spite 
the 
hair-splitting 
ruling ol 


I/ient. : Hampton 
Westcott. 
So, to 


clear Dnryee of the imputation 
of 


cowardice, 
some 
friends 
In New 


Brunswick, N. J., wrote to Miller, the 
attorney, asking tiat the whole mat- 
ter be referred to a committee whose 
decision should 
be final. To this 


Muler responded that, as Dnryee had 
not accepted the challenge to flght, 
for reasons best known to himself, 
be and Drake looked upon the Inci- 
dent as closed. 


The affair would 
doubtless 
have 


ended there had it not been for the 
entrance of Midshipman Hunter into 
the dispute. On March 10 he visited 
Miller, demanded the letter written 
from New Brunswick and went away 
in trot anger, because of the refusal 
'of the lawyer to hand it over. 


A few days later the New Bruns- 


wick letter was printed, and Hunter 
demanded 
immediate 
satisfaction. 


Miller disclaimed any responsibility 
;for the publication of the letter, but 
ithe explanation was not accepted, and 
on March 17 Lieut. Weatcott bore a 
cartel to Miller. 
The attorney again 


insisted that he had no 
connection 


with the publication of private cor- 
respondence and declined 
to accept 


th« challenge. 


Three days later 
Hunter 
posted 


Miller as a coward, concluding bis 
declaration with the ' gratuitous asser- 
tion that the Philadelphia lawyer was 
a liar as well as a poltroon. 
This 


rapid fire oratorical bombast 
stirred 


Duryee to action, and be sent 
an 


acceptance of Drake's challenge, but 
that scion of society retorted thajj an 
adversary who bad waited to screw 
his courage 
to 
the sticking 
point 


would not be accorded the tonor of a 
meeting with a gentleman. 


Miller quickly took 
up 
Hunter's 


challenge and sent his acceptance by 
Lieut. Edmund 
Byrne, an 
intimate 


friend, and Westcott was deputized 
to arrange with Byrne the time and 
place of the meeting. 
It was agreed 


that the duel should 
take place in 


Delaware a short distance below the 
boundary on the morning of the next 
day, 
and that, besides, the seconds, 


each duellist should be 
represented 


by one friend. 


The Duel to the Death. 


The parties to the affair were on 


hand at the appointed time and place 
and after the distance had been paced 
off and instructions given as to the 
method of firing, the principals took 
their places. Not a word had passed 
between them. 


"Gentlemen, are you ready?" came 


the question.

JAP NOBILITY DIED IN WAY 


One-third or TJioSB JD island Klnsrdom 


Took Purl in HoHHSitios. 


(Curtis in Record-Herald.) 


It appears from the returns that 234 


members of the Japanese nobility serv- 
ed in the nrmy and navy during the re- 
cent war out of n total of 706 titled no- 
blemen in the empire. 
Fourteen were 


killed in action or died of wounds, and 
seventy-three were wounded more or less 
severely, but survived. 
No representa- 


tive of a noble family died of disease. 
This is an unusual proportion, but the 
sons of the nobility are subject to the 
same conscription laws that apply also 
to the peasants. No distinction what- 
ever is made, and men of noble birth 
must serve their three years "with the 
colors" when they become 20 years old 
unless they have previously passed their 
examinations and been admitted to the 
naval or military academies. More than 
half, or perhaps two-thirds, of the noble- 
men in the Japanese army were serving 
as privates during the war.

The report of the medical department 


of the Japanese army shows that 730,000 
men were treated in tho hospitals for 
sickness or wounds. Many of these were 
in hospitals more than once, and were 
counted every time their names appear- 
ed on the rolls. There were also dupli- 
cations when men were transfrrcd from' 
one hospital to 'another. 
There is no- 


way to ascertain how many individuals 
were treated, but the estimate given by 
those best qualified to judge is that the 
number is somewhere about 300,000.

organization of trade unions among the 
teachers.

TO CANVASS SITUATION. 


The scheme is to instruct leaders of 


local unions in Racine, as well as other 
cities of the state, to make a canvass ol 
tiie teachers and get an expression' for 
or against the proposition. In this city 
there are one hundred and forty teachers 
arid it is safe to say that one hundred 
will be present at the convention in Mil- 
waukee. 


It will be along this line that the 


speaker nt the convention will dwell. It 
is possible that the co-operation of 
teachers will be asked for 
legislation 


benefiting union labor and to protect 
women and children. 


The semi-annual meting of the state 


executive labor board will be held in 
Milwaukee on January 9, when members 
from all parts of the state are expected 
to be present to discuss plans for send- 
ing an organizer throughout the state.
